Commander Oswald: E. Hallifax, D.S.O., the captain, 
Lieut, Commander J.W. Hoskyns, the Executive Officer, 
and the Divisional Officer concerned are to be relieved of 
their appointments and placed on half pay. 


The Board of the Admiralty found that the lack 
of contentment aboard the tender was due to some 
extent to the want of tact and consideration by the 
captain and exceutive officer and to the incapacity of 


the Divisional Officer. 
The Admiralty points out 


that there can be no excuse for 


disobeying orders, but has decided to reduce the sentences 
passed upon the four able-seamen ringleaders of the “mutiny” 
though the order of dismissal from His Majesty's Service made 
against two of them will stand. The Lucia is to be recommis- 
sioned with entirely new officers and men.

Board's Finding. 


‘The Board of the Admiralty, 
said Mr. Alexander, afler studying 
the minutes of the special court 
of inquiry ordered by Adm Sir 
Hubert Brand, commander-in-chict 
ut Devonport, subsequent to the 
incident, concluded that conditions 
of contentment in the ship's com- 
pany'and the sympathy between 
uMcers and men, which unques- 
lionably existed in His Majeaty’s 
ships generally, were very far from 
being realised in UMS. Lucia, and 
that this was due to same extent lo 
want of tact and consideration on 
the part of the Captain and the 
Executive Officer and incapacity 
on the part of the Divisional Ofi- 
cer concerned. 

But, he added, whatever the sup- 
posed provocation, the refusal of 
duty could only be treated gravely 
in a Service whose whole existence 
and purpose depended upon obedi- 
ence to orders,

CHINESE STAGE A 
‘SOCCER RIOT. 


Manila, Jan. 29. 

Serious rioting occurred here 
yesterday during a soccer match 
between the All-Filipino XI and 
the. Chinan 
from Shanghai which hns been 
engaged ina scries of games 
with local sides. 

As a result, three people were 
badly injured, including a Fillpine 
Police Sergeant who Intervened in 
the disturbance. 

The riot caused the match to be 
terminated in the second half 
when the Chinan tenm was lead- 
ing by two yoals to one. 

The trouble arose out of a dis- 
pute between the Chinan coach 
and linesman and a Filipino spec 
tater, which caused more than 
five hundred Chinese spectators to 
rush on to the field. 

A Police Sergennt and eight 
putrolmen, in attempting to hold 
the crowd back, were beaten with 
chairs, whilst the police, who were 
hosisted by Filipino speetators, 
retaliated by using their clubs, 

Altogether, nine Chinese and 
one Filipine were arrested and 
bept in cvaol for avveral hours,

EXCITING BATTLE

POLICE STRATEGY. 


Cairo, Jan. 28. 

Thrilling reports are to hand 
concerning an exciting encounter 
between a large force of police 
and bandits near’ the Luxor 
Tombs, following an attack 
upon an American car carrying 
a large amount of money. 

It appears that the car was 
speeding along the road near 
Deirbnhari carrying wages for the 
staff of the Metropolitan Museum, 
New York, Expedition, which is 
engaged in excavation work in the 
vicinity, 

The chuuffeur was wounded th 
the fusitlade of bullets, but he 
drove on pluckily and carried his 
enr to anfety. The police were 
informed .of the incident and a 
large force was sent out to round 
up the gang. 

Three hundred police or more 
came into contact with the xagg

bandits took refuge. The planta- 
tion was surrounded and the 
police kept up a furious exchange 
of fire with the bandits until 
night fell.

/RVOR tho gencral public the most. 
: notable feature in. the annunl 
report recently jasued by the 
\Ministry of Health is the list of 
ithe principal] causes of denth; and 
the most striking fenture In that 
Nat ix the pride of place held by 
discasen of the heart and circula- 
ition. . 

A very large number of deaths ia 
oflicinlly attributed to diseases of 
the heart and blood vessels. These 
terms are, of course, very indefinite, 
not only because most of the de- 
generacies of advancing years at- 
tack the heart and arteries pri- 
marily and by preference, but be- 
cuuse deaths of doubtful causation 
are freely included in the meaning- 
tess omnibus clattse of “heart 
failure.” Everyone dies of “heart 
failure,” just ns everyone dies of 

want: of breath.” 

But, setting aside the margin of 
« r from this and similar causes, 
there remains the uncompromising 
praven fact that in) the United 
Kingdom, genuine deaths from 
peart and bload-vissel. disease out+ 
number those from any other 
cavse, and that this relative 
inere jis on the up grade. 
The causes of disease in heart 
and arteries are omany and 
various, but the most obvious is 
prolonged heart straln from exces- 


sive or unsuitable muscular effort. 


The: excesses and unauitatilities

Persian, tiles, sent from Ispahan 
to London fer the Exhibition of 
Persian Art, which opens at the 
Royal Academy oon Wednesday, 
were found to be badly damaged, 
tnd it was feared oat the outset 
that it would nat be possible ta 
repair them in time fur the open- 
ing day. ‘ 

Major Longden, Seerelury of the 
Exhibition, informed a Moraing 
Post representative on Saturday 
that the tiles, which had travelled 
by camel caravan and by air, were 
in many instances smashed into 
amiall pieces. :

HON. MR. S. W. TSO’S ADDRESS 
TO STUDENTS. 


CONFUCIAN IDEAS. 


A dissertation on Chinese litera- 
ture and the essential role it plays 
in the school curricultrm of the 
Chinese vouth, was given by the 
lion. Mr. S. W. Tso, O.B.E., at the 
annual distribution of prizes at 
Munaang College, Kowloon City, 
ever which he presided yesterday. 

Supporting Dr. Tao on the dain 
was the Rev. Mr. A. D. Stewart 
and other members of the College 
Council. : 


A programme of songs by the 
children and = addresses by the 
elder pupils was rendered, after 
which the Principal (Met. Rufus 
I. J. Huang) read his anmual re- 
port, , 


Hon. Mr. To's Speech. 


Ifon, Mr. S. W, Tso said In part: 

After Iistening to the report 
which you have just read 1 con- 
Kratulate you, Mr. Wong, and 
your staff for the splendid work 
done In the school during the 
year under review and the suc- 
cesses you have attained in the 
University) [xaminations. T am 
particularly pleased to hear that 
the schoo! took part in the com- 
petition of Chinese Essay writ- 
ing open-to all leading schools 
in Kawloon, and won both the 
group and the individual Cham- 
pionship prizes: also the Cham- 
pionship Shield for © Mandarin 
public speaking in a contest open 
to all schools in the Colony, This 
indicates that the achool has paid 
special attention to the teaching 
of Chinese in the school. I am 
sdad of this. For we as Chinese 
must learn Chinese I[ternture or 
some of it, so that we.may be able 
to write an essay in a clear and 
decent atyle. 


This Is the limit of Chinese 
teaching in a school, A achool 
does not sim at turning out all 
atudents to be-literary men but 
only to give them a taste for 
literature. 


Question of Classics. 


If any one desires to be 4 
literary man he will have to pur- 
sue further and extensivo studies 
after school. In fact literary 
men, like poets, are born and not 
made, Unfortunately there is a 
grent deal of controversy about 
the tenching of Chiness literature 
§n schools. In condemning the 
old method of teaching Chinexe 
literature people also con lemn the 
old Chinese books like the four 
books of Confucius and Mancius 
aw unsuitable for modern_uso by 
calling them Chinese Classics. 
The word “Classics” conveys to 
one's mind the body of literature 
that has desacendod from the 
Greeks and Romans written in a 
language which is now dead. How- 
ever I have found'a definition of 
the word “Classic” in the singular 
number namely “a book which can 
be simple without being vulgar, 
elevated without being distant and 
which is something neither an- 
cient nor modern, always new and 
incapable of growing old.” 

Now our "Sze Shu” (the Four 
Books) and the “Ka Mun’ (an- 
cient writing) are simple in lan- 
scuage, clear style and modern in 
its usage. Although written 
thousands of years ago they had 
never yet grown old. No book 
written by present day writers 
can compare with them in sim- 
plicity, lucidity and smoothness in 
reading. 

Apart from the style of writing 
the "Sze Shu” imparts moral prin- 
ciples which form the intrinsic 
value of Chinese Character, Do 
we wish our Chinese to be with- 
out moral or character? I for one 
shall certainly say no. Well- 
wishers of Chinese will also say 
no. It ig for our Chinese to see 
to it and not to lose sight of this 
aspect of the question in educa- 
tion. 

There is also unother confusion 
about the word “Ku Mun’’ trans- 
lated as “ancient writing.” The 
term so employed was intended to 
distinguish the old style from a 
new atyle of writing known as 
the “Ping Mun” which 1 believe 
sprang up in the “Sung” dynasty 
and was a sort of aesthetic .coin- 
position. ‘The term really indi- 
entes the style and not-the period 
or age of .the writing. “°°: : 

‘I address you on this subject of 
teaching Chinese in order to show 
you. the difficulty we are: encoun- 
tering at our present-day in the 
matter of Chinose education; anyl 
tho danger we are running of 1os- 


ing Chinese national character, Jf]. 


Sze Shu.and Ku Mun are to be 
banished from our curriculum, It 
behoves teachers of Chinese there- 
fore to pay special attention to 
the -teiching of Chinese in thoir 
schools and save Chinese clvilisa- 
tion from boing thrown overboard. 
‘he teaching of Confucian princl- 
ples are more necded in our pre- 
rant day life than any other perio” 
in Chinere history. 

Mr. Wong Kwong-tin, invited 
to address tho gathering, spoke on 
the necessity of the Chinese learn- 
tng their own literature. Ho gave 
{nstances of crrora by Chineso 
who noglected this essential sido

General Berthelot was in charge 
of the armies of the North and 
North-East at the outbreak of war 
and thus exercised a big influence 
on the carly operations, being 
much criticised Jater as having 
cnused unnecessary retreats, Mur- 
shal Joffre warmly supported his 
subordinate, however, 

In 1916, General Berthelot was 
sent to Rumania to undertake the 
reorganisation of the Rumanian 
forces which were ateadily being 
driven) back, He arranged the 
great offensive of 1017 which 
would undoubtedly have produced 
an overwhelming victory but for 
the sudden ‘defection of the Rus- 
sians Who were supposed ta be 
cooperating, 

In July, 1918, when in command 
of the Fifth Army at Rheims, with 
British and Italian divisions in 
support, he beat off the Anal Ger- 
man attack with some — brillinnt 
strokes which converted the attack 
into 1 wholesnle retreat,

COUNCIL APPROVES. 


a Shanghai, Jan. 24. 

A compréhensive scheme for 
more effective police protection 
against armed kidnapping in the 
Settlement, submitted by Major 
F. W. Gerrard, Commissioner of 
Police, has boon approved by 
the Shanghai Municipal Council. 
The new scheme of protection 
will be put into operation as soon 
as possible, ; : 

Summarized, the proposals of 
the Commissioner of Police 
embrace the fntroduction of a 
atreet telephone system, wireless 
communication between — head- 
quarters and police patrol vans, 
requisition of addition patrol vans 
and motor cy¢le combinations, the 
institution of apecial plain clothes 
parties, and the possible provision 
of necommodation for a detach- 
ment of the Reserve Unit fn the 
Western District. 


Costs Tlx, 118,000. 


The initia) cost of adoption of 
the police proposals {a approxi- 
mately TIs, 118,000 and the recur- 
ring annual charge Tls, 66,000. 

The atrect telephone system his 
been under consideration for some 
time and the Shanghai Telephone 
Company has now submitted a 
acheme which meets with the 
approval of the Police Department. 
This system can be placed into 
operation nine months after the 
order is placed with the Telephone 
Company. It will enable ofMfcers 
in charge of police stations to 
keep in touch with patrolmen and 
with thelr stations when they 
themselves are out on patrol, It 
will ensure the immediate transmis. 
sion of Important information to 
police stations and police headquar- 
ters and alao ennble police stations 
to convey important information to 
patrolmen immediately, as well 19 
permitting patrolmen to place mem- 
berssof the, public in’ immedinte 
touch with police stations, 


Radio Communications. 


Wireless communication, between 
police headquarters and patrol vans 
will be efeeted by means of a radia 
telephony system, Receivers will 
be installed in district patro} vans 
which can thus be directed’ im- 
mediately from headquarters, The 
introduction of this system will en- 
able all or any number of cars to 
be rushed to the seene of armed 
crimes and will prove an invaluable 
aid to police work, 

The patrol vans, fitted with wire. 
less receivers, will normally cruise 
in the district areas and) their 
crews will carry out searches and 
check motor cars. Motor cycle 
patrols will be used oon narrow 
etreets and in alleyways while vans 
and cycles will be used by perman- 
ont search parties holding strategic 
points on the roads leading out of 
the Western District where the 
seater number of armed crimes 
occur. The minimum amount of 
transport required under the scheme 
of the Commissioner of Police is 
twelve raddingg vans ind sixteen 
motor cycles combinations, 


Additionnt Reserve Unit. 


If sultable accommedution can be 
found, it is proposed to maintain 
an additional Reserve Unit in the 
Western District to supply the 
permanent search parties at 
strategic pointa on the ronds lead- 
ing out of the Settlement. In this 
connexion, #t may be necessary to 
proceed with the enlistment of 
part of the strength of the Armed 
Reserve, the formation of which has 
nlrendy been approved in principle

OVERCOME. 


MORE CORDIAL ATMOSPHERE 
PREVAILING. - 


EXPLANATIONS GIVEN. 


Geneva, Jan. 28. 

A more cordin| atmosphere char. 
acterised the proceetings at the 
Opium Committee to-day than was 
evident yesterday following Sir 
John Campbell's expose of the ex- 
tent of Japnnese’ connexion with 
the cocuIne traffic. 

Baron Sato to-day furnished the 
promised gxplanations, ahowing 


lower figures thin those mentioned [ 


by Sir John. Campbell, and ex- 
pressed regret that the Govern. 
ment of Indian delegate should have 
made the statement he did regard- 
ing ineWfective Japanese control. 

Baron Sato pointed out that new 
regulations were put into force in 
May last, although possibly not 
yet perfect in operation, He con- 
eluded: “Efforts now being made 
require-an atmosphere of goodwill 
and co-operation, net one of bit- 
terness and irritation.” 

Sir John Campbell, replytrg, 
said he had no intention whatever 
of annoying Baron Sato. His re- 
marks yesterday were prompted by 
the enormous Importationa of 
cocaine in India every year which 
pointed to inadequate control by 
Japan,

ably,

Baron Sato declared that the 
Japanese Government had intro- 
duced special regulations for the 
control of vessely transporting 
oplum. 

Mr. Woo Kai-seng (China) e¢x- 
pressed appreciation of the men- 
sures taken by the Japanese Go. 
vernment, and, in this connexion, 
Sir Malcolm Delewingne said he had 
noted that presumably ag a result 
of the new regulations, _ 20 
Jnpanese vessels 11 1930 had been 
found to be employed for the 
transport of opium from Persia to 
the Par Bast.—feuter,
